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ISCONSIN is to try the experiment of State life in- 
surance after next year, a bill authorizing such a 
plan having been signed by the Governor. For a number of 
years spasmodic attempts have been made by various legisla- 
tures to get through some plan of State insurance, but all such 
attempts have failed, with the single exception of the savings 
banks industrial scheme in Massachusetts. The experience 
developed thus far by that plan is not of an encouraging 
nature and points conclusively to the fact that the public will 
not voluntarily apply for life insurance, even with the induce- 
ment of lower rates. England has for many years offered 
industrial insurance through the post office, but the business 
thus written in any one year is scarcely equal to a week’s pro- 
duction in a well-managed district of an established industrial 
company. The Wisconsin plan proposes the issuance of poli- 
cies in multiples of $500, with net premiums by the American 
Experience Table of Mortality and three per cent interest 
with an expense loading of two dollars per thousand of insur- 
ance. Annuities payable at age sixty will also be issued, but 
not to exceed $300 on any one life. The conduct of the busi- 
ness will be in the hands of the Insurance Commissioner, 
with game wardens, factory inspectors, county clerks and 
other State employees acting as the field staff or solicitors. 
They will receive a fee of twenty-five cents for each applica- 
tion. The bill was not opposed in its passage by the regular 
life insurance companies, and it is believed that the regular 
solicitation of business by established companies will not be 
materially interfered with. 





THER sizable cities may well, take a hint from Milwau- 

kee, and endeavor to systematize their government 
processes with a view to securing the best methods and the 
greatest efficiency. Milwaukee now has a Bureau of Econ- 
omy and Efficiency, whose aim is to study social and economic 
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conditions in the city, and the economy and efficiency of mu- 
nicipal departments and to bring about improvements. These 
lines of investigation include operating processes of a mechan- 
ical or technical nature, and business transactions; and 
embrace details of construction, maintenance, operation, busi- 
ness procedure, financial procedure, employment, accounting, 
organization, and administration, involving the efficiency of 
materials, persons and processes. One of the first matters to 
be taken up by the Bureau has been the subject of “Alarm 
Telegraph Systems,” upon which a report was recently sub- 
mitted to the Mayor. Fire underwriters place much import- 
ance upon the character of municipal government and the 
effective operation of various city departments in their calcu- 
lation of fire insurance premium rates, so that improvements 
such as it is hoped will be effected by the Bureau above men- 
tioned, and others of like character, will count in securing 
more favorable treatment of citizens in municipalities which 
give evidence of progress towards safety. 





HE idea of interesting children in the work of conserv- 
ing life and property is gradually extending and taking 
form. In Ohio there was recently held a meeting at which 
preliminary steps were taken looking to the organization of a 
national association on lines similar to the Boy Sc_ut move- 
ment, the aim being to interest children in the saving of life 
and property by means of fire prevention, sanitation and other 
work. A committee representing the Ohio Fire Prevention 
Association, the State Fire Marshal, the secretary of the 
State Board of Health, and representatives of the schools and 
clergy attended the meeting, at which the proposed method of 
operation was explained by its originator, A. C. Speed, and 
others. A committee of seven was appointed to work out 
detailed plans and report to a subsequent meeting. It is un- 
doubtedly a good thing for the future of this country to in- 
culcate in the minds of the children of to-day—the men and 
women of a few years hence—the necessity of averting the 
vast yearly waste of life and property due to fire and other 
largely preventable causes. 





URING the half-year just closed the fire losses in the 
United States and Canada fell but a trifle short of 
$130,000,000, according to the computation of The Journal 
of Commerce and Commercial Bulletin. Continued at the 
same rate during the balance of the year, this would yield a 
loss of about $260,000,000—a sum considerably in excess of 
the loss in any previous year, excepting that of the San Fran- 
cisco conflagration. This is distinctly discouraging, in view 
of the numerous agencies which have been working to bring 
about a reduction in the fire loss. 





J. H. Topping Resigns.—J. H. Topping has resigned as superin- 
tendent of agents for the Chicago department of the Mutual Life of 
New York. H. J. Hintzpeter, who has been branch manager of the 
Commercial National bank agency, becomes associate manager of the 
Chicago department, and his agency force will be merged with that 
oi the main office.

Peoria Life Men Meet.—The agency force of the Peoria Life held 
a convention at the héme office July 7, with a banquet in the evening 
at the Creve Coeur Club and a steamer ride the next day. 

Illinois Department After Board Contracts.—The Illinois Insur- 
ance Department has renewed its ruling against board contracts, and 
has notified two companies which have been issuing variations of the 
old system in Ilinois that they must be canceled at once. 

Federal Life to Amend Charter.—The Federal Life of Chicago 
has called a meeting of stockholders for August 1 to vote on a proposi- 
tion to amend the charter to permit the writing of health and accident 
in addition to life insurance.

The con- 
tract is issued only in amounts from $2500 to $5000 and a premium for select and 
preferred risks, ages 18 to 50, on a $5000 policy, $15,000 maximum sum and $75 
maximum weekly indemnity, is $65.

NEW YORK SURVEYS. 


Captain J. W. Barley Dead.—The veteran general agent of the 
Phenix of Brooklyn, Captain J. W. Barley, died last week at his late 
residence, 917 St. Mark’s Place, Brooklyn. The funeral services were 
held at St. Matthew’s Church on Friday morning last. Captain Barley 
was born in Liverpool, England, January 12, 1841, and came to this 
country at the age of nineteen. He served with distinction in the 
Civil War, and was wounded at Chancellorsville, Va. He entered the 
service of the Phenix of Brooklyn as a clerk in 1867; was made a 
special agent in 1871; assistant general agent in 1874, and general 
agent in 1881, serving in that capacity until his retirement on account 
of ill health in 1907. Captain Barley is survived by his widow, one 
married daughter and three sons, 

President Evans Home.—President Henry Evans of the Conti- 
nental has arrived home from Europe on the “Adriatic.” 

E. D. B. Walton Takes Partner.—E. D. B. Walton has taken his 
son, E. D. B. Walton, Jr., into partnership, under the firm name of 
E. D. B. Walton & Son. 

E. T. Mostert Arrives Home.—E. T. Mostert of Weed & Kennedy 
has arrived home from Europe. 








James Perry in Bankruptcy.—James Perry, an insurance broker 
ot 10 Wall street, has filed a petition in bankruptcy, with liabilities of 
$67,927 and assets $100. 


Brokers’ License Bill Vetoed.—The fire brokers were astounded 
when they learned that the Governor had vetoed the brokers’ license 
bill because of the opposition of the marine companies and brokers. 
Apparently the Insurance Department joined in the opposition, for 
the reason that there is another bill pending to grant relief to the fire 
brokers without affecting the marine offices. In reality the fire brokers 
had no purpose to offend the marine people at all. This feature was 
added to it on the motion of somebody who did not consult the fire 
brokers. The latter fought hard for the principle of anti-rebate to 
affect both fire and marine interests, and the Governor and Depart- 
ment are on record in its favor. It is a great disappointment that the 
work is seemingly lost. 

Surplus Lines and Reinsurance.—The surplus lines placed by the 
brokers in unrepresented companies continue to represent reinsurance 
to a large extent; in fact, ninety per cent of the individual cases are 
recorded as reinsurance. The former large amounts of direct surplus 
business have vanished save in some of the large department stores. 
In the June list the Wanamaker store appears for $700,000, and the 
Revillon Freres fur storage for $387,000. 

Eastern Union Adjourns.—The Eastern Union has adjourned for 
the summer. It is one of the associations which comes and goes so 
quietly that it is not missed any longer, although it seems to have 
caused quite a revolution in the large Eastern cities in the agency 
field. The Union has declined to touch the underwriters’ annex sys- 
tem, and yet this is a live issue to be dealt with by the companies. The 
prevailing opinion is that either the privilege must be broadened te 
allow all companies to participate in the annex system or cut off 
altogether. A large proportion of the managing officials think it is 
wise to let it alone rather than stir up strife. 

City Losses Very Heavy.—The city losses for the six months 
ending June 30 appear to share in the general experience of the whole 
country. The increase, according to one of the companies which 
keeps a close tab on the totals, is slightly over one hundred per cent 
compared to the same period last year. It is an experience unevenly 
distributed, inasmuch as some of the offices have exceeded the in- 
crease and others fallen below it. 


The Westinghouse Risk.—The Westinghouse corporation of Pitts- 
burg has returned to the companies all its policies on its machine shop 
in this city for cancellation. It declines to pay the tariff rate on the 
ground that it is extortionate. The premises have lately been equipped 
with a high grade automatic sprinkler equipment, and the company 
was led to expect a rate of about sixty cents on building and one per 
cent on contents. The rate promulgated is $1.80 on building and $2.60 
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on stock. There is one other tenant. The concern in Pittsburg has 
had a taste of factory mutual rates, and refuses point-blank to pay 
the present New York rates. The rate committee may take up the 
question upon the suggestion of the companies. The loss of a sprink- 
lered risk is not to the taste of the companies seeking to increase 
their lines on the class. 

Large Traction Policies.—The individual lines carried on the 
Philadelphia Traction Company’s property seems large to underwriters 
in that city. The largest is $800,000, in the Insurance Company of 
North America and the Pennsylvania Fire, but in New York these 
totals seem small. The insurance on the Interboro system calls for 
several policies in excess of $2,500,000, and one of them in a Philadel- 
phia company. 

Dynamo Clauses Non-Concurrent.—A discovery has been made 
that the Exchange clauses for use of dynamos need amendment, so 
that the two clauses prescribed in the hand-book shall concur. At 
present they are not harmonious, and the rate committee have turned 
their attention to the subject. 

Exchange Committees.—The July announcements of the Ex- 
change committees are out, and while some of the changes are sup- 
posed to strengthen the committees, the general verdict is that they 
are not yet strong enough. The membership represents the com- 
panies sufficiently but not the business of the Exchange in a proper 
proportion. The shining iights are absent. and comparison with the 
Board committees is in favor of the latter. 

Are Prepaid Freight Charges Insured?—-A friend who is inter- 
ested in the question of prepaid freight charges in the loss on the 
Metropolitan Steamship wharf some months ago informs us that 
there is a difference between the parties concerned. The contention 
of the underwriters is that their liability should not extend beyond 
earned charges, and if the steamship company has collected freight 
charges which have not been earned, the settlement is wholly a matter 
betwixt the shipping patrons and themselves. The companies are 
standing pat on that decision, but the steamship company are seeking 
to force the underwriters to intervene to settle the disputes with the 
individual claimants, who are making demands upon the transporta- 
tion company. 


CHICAGO AND THE WEST. 


Agents Liable Criminally—Under the operation of the new law, 
which went into effect on July 1, insurance companies may hold their 
agents criminally liable for embezzlement of premiums collected. 
Heretofore this has not been possible on account of the agent having 
an interest in the amount collected, in the shape of a commission. The 
insurance companies had no hand in the passage of this law, which 
was advocated by the Chicago instalment houses, they having suffered 
considerably in the past through their agents. 

Agency Changes.—George Graham has been appointed special 
agent of the Hanover in Indiana. Eliel & Loeb of Chicago have been 
appointed agents for the Union Fire of Buffalo. Parker, Alshire & 
Gardiner of Chicago have been given the sole agency for Cook county 
of the Prussian National Underwriters. Alexander Smullan & Co. 
have been appointed agents in Chicago for the Providence Under- 
writers. 

E. W. Jewel a Candidate.—E. W. Jewel, assistant manager of the 
Atlas of London, has announced that he is a candidate for treasurer 
of the Fire Underwriters Association of the Northwest. 

A. T. Graham Gets French Company.—A. T. Graham of Chicago 
has been appointed agent for surplus lines for La Themis of Paris 
for the entire United States.

Agency Appointment.—Elmer A. Lord & Co. have been appointed 
general agents for the State of Massachusetts of the Sun of New 
Orleans. 


Martin L. Cate Purchases Partner’s Interest.—The partnership 
interest held in the firm of Martin L. Cate & Co. by Frank H. 
Schifner has been purchased by Mr. Cate, who will in future carry on 
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the general insurance business under the above firm name. Mr. 
Cate will represent the Connecticut Fire of Hartford and the Abing- 
ton Mutual of Massachusetts as formerly at the same location in the 
Mason building. 


H. F. Howes Goes With W. A. Muller & Co.—Henry F. Howes 
on July 1 became a partner in the firm of William A. Muller & Co. 
Mr. Howes, who is a son of F. H. Howes, of the agency firm of 
Rogers & Howes, has been connected with Mr. Muller’s office since 
his graduation from Harvard. 

New Agency Firm.—A new agency firm has opened offices at 30 
Kilby street, under the name of Charles Haas & Co. The members 
of the firm are Charles Haas, Loring L. Marshall, Frank G. Newall, 
Harry K. Newall and Frank V. Noyes, and it will represent the 
Germania, Michigan Central, Mechanics and Traders and the Cam- 
den. The combination is regarded as strong and controlling con- 
siderable suburban business. The agency will be members of the 
Boston Board. 

German of Wheeling Licensed.—The German Fire of Wheeling, 
W. Va., was admitted to Massachusetts last week, and R. S. Hoffman 
of R. S. Hoffman & Co. is named as agent for the company. 

Licenses Not Renewed.—The licenses of the Eastern Fire of 
Atlantic City and of the German of Pittsburg were not renewed by 
the Massachusetts Insurance Department as of July 1, and these 
companies are no longer authorized to transact business in Massa- 
chusetts. 





NOTES FROM PHILADELPHIA. 


Frank M. Highby Dead.—The recent death of Frank M. Highby 
has removed one of the veteran insurance brokers from this field. He 
had been connected with the Wagner & Taylor agency for nearly forty 
years, was secretary of the Board of City Trusts during a large 
portion of his career, an active thirty-third degree Mason, and at one 
time deputy recorder of deeds under General Louis M. Wagner. 

Dearth of Business.—Agents generally complained of the dearth 
cf business last month, and commented particularly on the lack of 
offerings in the new ten per cent congested section district. The 
placing of the Philadelphia Rapid Transit Schedule, amounting to 
$18,500,000, an increase of $1,500,000, will, as one agent says, make a 
good showing for this month, since it appeared in the August account 
last year. But what will the comparison for August show in the 
present condition of the business with that large premium out of the 
account? 

Few Fires on the Fourth.—The “safe and sane” agitation for the 
celebration of Independence Day bore fruit to a noticeable effect last 
week, much to the gratification of insurance men. Only about half as 
many alarms of fire were sounded in comparison with last year, and 
the financial loss was reduced nearly two-thirds. 

Atlantic City Profitable in June.—The total fire loss in Atlantic 
City, N. J., for the month of June was $1725. The average premium 
receipts which it is estimated the insurance companies collect monthly 
in that city is $25,000. 

Safety Matches Only.—Senator Tustin of this city has served 
notice on the match companies doing business in the State that at the 
next session of the Legislature he will urge the passage of a law 
prohibiting the use of other than safety matches in Pennsylvania. 

Middle Department Association Meeting.—The quarterly meeting 
of the Underwriters Association of the Middle Department will be 
held at Atlantic City, N. J., on Tuesday and Wednesday of next week, 
and among other matters it will take action upon the proposition to 
permit the writing of blanket or floating policies with either the 
ninety per cent or eighty per cent reduced rate average clauses and pro 
rata distribution clause. 

New Mutual Company.—A charter has been granted by the State 
of Pennsylvania to the Elk County Mutual Fire of St. Mary’s. 

President Stone Going Abroad.—President James F. Stone of the 
American Union Fire sails for Europe on Saturday with his father, 
to take a much-needed rest combined with business, covering a period 
of about two months. 
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THE MIDDLE STATES. 


New York Brokers’ Bill Vetoed. 


ALBANY, July 10.—Assemblyman Hoey’s fire insurance brokers’ bill 
has been vetoed by Governor Dix. At a recent hearing on the measure 
at the executive chamber strong opposition developed on the part of the 
marine insurance interests. The only supporters of the bill were John- 
son & Higgins of New York through their attorneys, Thatcher & Parker, 
together with Judge Morgan J. O’Brien. Governor Dix’s reasons for 
disapproving of the measure are contained in a memorandum, in which 
he says: 

“This bill provides for the issuance of certificates of authority to cer- 
tain insurance agents and brokers, and has the laudable object of pre- 
venting rebates and systematizing the agency and brokerage side of the 
insurance business. The effect of these provisions upon the business of 
marine insurance has been closely disputed before me, and the bill is 
opposed by the Superintendent of Insurance. It seems clear, however, 
that there are a number of insurance companies, both domestic and 
foreign, in this State doing a marine underwriting business and subject 
to the provisions of the Insurance Law, and that the objects of the 
clauses of this act affecting marine insurance are intended, in some way 
and to some extent, to legalize the business of foreign companies not 
subjected to the laws of this State, and in competition with companies 
which are so subject. 

“It may well be that, owing to the peculiar nature of marine insurance, 
our laws in that respect should be recast so as to increase the com- 
merce of our ports by facilitating the procuring of marine insurance in 
every way possible. I do not consider, however, that this subject should 
be treated as part of a bill primarily regulating the position of agents 
and brokers of fire insurance companies, and I consider that the im- 
portant subjects of marine insurance should have special treatment of 
its own after due consideration. For these reasons I disapprove the bill.”’ 





The Independent Fire Protection Bureau, New York. 


F. C. Mott, fire protection engineer, 135 William street, New York, is 
now installing a standard sprinkler system in the new Marks building, 
416 West Thirty-third street, and also equipping it generally with a fire 
protection system. He is installing another sprinkler system in the 
new warehouse at 108-110 Charlton street. Mr. Mott is consulting engi- 
neer and manager of the Independent Fire Protection Bureau, which 
undertakes everything incident to fire protection, including investiga- 
tions, organization of fire drills, inspections, designing and installation 
of fire protection equipment, etc., and cultivates all territory east of the 
Missouri river. 





Sprinkler Decision Upheld by Supreme Court. 


The Appellate Division of the Supreme Court in Manhattan upheld the 
judgment of Justice Boyhan in the Fourth District Municipal Court, in 
fining Christman & Co., piano manufacturers of East 137th street, and 
Winter & Co., piano manufacturers, of 20 Southern Boulevard, $50 each 
for failing to comply with the order of Fire Commissioner Waldo to 
install automatic sprinkler systems attached to a tank on the roof 
through their buildings. 





—The New York Insurance Department will shortly distribute in printed form 
instructions to surplus-line agents and new forms of affidavits to be used by them 
under section 137. 

—The Fire Insurance Society of Newark, N. J., has notified company man- 
agers that the rules governing brokerage and overriding commissions will, on and 
after August 1, 1911, become effective on policies covering risks in all of Essex 
county. Thereafter the territory under these rules will include the whole of 
Essex county and that portion of Hudson county west of the Hackensack river. 





THE WEST. 


Western Fire of Lincoln, Neb., Retires. 

The Western Fire of Lincoln, Neb., has reinsured all of its outstand- 
ing risks in the St. Paul Fire and Marine of St. Paul, Minn., and retires 
from the field. The Western Fire was organized in 1907, and on January 
1, 1911, possessed total assets aggregating $171,094, including $50,000 
stockholders’ notes. Its paid-up capital was $50,000. 





President Frank A. Hooker Dead. 


Frank A. Hooker, president of the Michigan Commercial of Lansing, 
Mich., and a justice of the Supreme Court of Michigan, died last Mon- 
day in the New York Central Railroad Station at Auburn, N. Y., from 
heart trouble. President Hooker was on an automobile trip, in company 
with George S. Hosmer and N. A. Mandell, judges of the Circuit Court 
of Detroit. The night preceding his death, President Hooker stayed at 
the Osborne House, and while there suffered a mild attack of heart 
trouble. In the morning, as he was entering the railroad station to 
return home, he suddenly fell forward and was picked up dead. Presi- 
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dent Hooker was sixty-six years of age, and had been president of the 
Michigan Commercial since its organization. 





New York Board Bill Passed. 


ALBANY, July 8.—The Senate has passed the bill of Assemblyman 
Hoey of New York, amending the charter of the New York Board of 
Fire Underwriters by authorizing that corporation to remain in a build- 
ing as long as may be necessary to protect the property therein, including 
the property of the corporation and making certain other changes in its 
act of incorporation. 





—The General Fire of Paris has been granted license to operate in Nebraska. 


—James B. W. Earich of Zanesville, Ohio, suffered a fall recently which re- 
sulted in his death. 

—Harry J. Love, junior member of the firm of Love & Love, Beloit, Wis., 
died recently from typhoid fever at Kalamazoo, Mich. 

—The Sovereign Fire of Toronto has completed arrangements for representation 
in Iowa through the general agency of Doerfler & Huntley of Des Moines. 

—The Home Fire of Indianapolis has appointed Oscar L. Ross assistant secre- 
tary. Mr. Ross was formerly with the Indianapolis Fire and later with the Com- 
mercial Life. 

—E. D. McCall, special agent for the Spring Garden of Philadelphia in 
Nebraska, will represent the Security of New Haven also. B. E. Hoffmaster, 
who has Nebraska for the Security, becomes special agent for Iowa.

The 
law reads as follows: ‘No policy of insurance shall be issued or delivered in this 
State by any company except through an agent who shall be a resident of this 
State and hold a certificate of authority under section 1976 for the kind of in- 
surance effected by such policy.”

Louisville Board of Fire Underwriters. The board is to hold its quar- 
terly meeting this week, when it is possible that a special commit- 
tee, appointed to investigate the question of putting the business in 
Louisville on a sole agency basis, will report. Members of the commit- 
tee have indicated, however, that the subject is proving a difficult one, 
and it is possible that it may have to go over to the next quarterly 
meeting. 





—E. A. Groover of Jacksonville, Fla., has been appointed Florida general agent 
of the City of New York Insurance Company. 

—The Sovereign Fire of Toronto has entered Louisiana. Gottlieb & Percy of 
Baton Rouge have been appointed State agents.

THE PACIFIC COAST. 


Vulcan Fire of Oakland, Cal. 


The organization of the Vulcan Fire of Oakland, Cal., is now practi- 
cally completed, and on July 1 the company had about 1250 stockholders, 
of whom about 800 had paid in full for their stock. By this time the 
company has probably completed and filed its application for a license in 
its home State. The combined capital and surplus of $1,000,000, which we 
are advised has been secured without unduly high promotion expense, 
will give the Vulcan Fire a start which should soon enable it to rank 
with the substantial and progressive companies of the country. 





Single Risks and Block Limits under Washington Law. 


There has been much discussion of the section of the new Washington 
fire insurance code, which provides that no company shall insure a 
single risk or a single block in the congested district of any city or 
town for a larger amount than one-tenth of its paid-up capital in the 
United States, unless it provides for reinsurance of the excess simultan- 
eously with the original contract. It has been held that this would pro- 
hibit the foreign companies with a minimum capital in this country of 
$200,000 from writing more than $20,000 on any risk or in any block. An- 
other section of the code says, however: ‘The capital of such alien 
insurance company admitted to do business in this State shall, for the 
purposes of this act, be the aggregate value of such sums, or such secur- 
ities as such company shall have on deposit in the Department of this 
State and of other States of the United States.”’ 





MISCELLANEOUS FIRE NEWS. 


Distribution by States of Fire Insurance in the United States, 1910. 


During the past week The Spectator Company has published the 1911 
edition of Distribution by States of Fire Insurance in the United 
States, showing the fire and marine premiums received, losses incurred, 
and risks written and renewed by each company in each State and Ter- 
ritory in the year 1910, with ratios of losses to premiums. Following

nado business, with grand totals for the United States and for Canada, 
respectively, and for Canada and the United States combined. 

The whole makes a book of 150 pages of instructive information, 
which will give the underwiter a close conception of the general and 
specific results in each State and Territory, thus indicating the profitable 
and unprofitable sections, as well as enabling him to appreciate the 
relative degrees of success attained by the various companies. The book 
is substantially bound in red leather, and may be obtained from The 
Spectator Company, 135 William street, New York city, at $3 per copy.

—The Canadian Commission of Conservation will make a general investigation 
into fire losses in Canada and will make recommendations as to building con- 
struction and preventive measures. 

—The Sun Fire Office of London has appropriated the sum of £120,000 in pay- 
ment of an instalment of 10 shillings per share on each of the 240,000 shares 
issued, so as to increase the paid-up capital of the company to £240,000.

Commissioners Confer on Proposed Consolidation.

OKLAHOMA CITY, July 10.—The Insurance Commissioners of Kansas, 
Missouri and Oklahoma are confering at St. Louis, Mo., to-day on the 
proposed consolidation and transfer of the accident and health business 
of the Missouri State Life of St. Louis to the Southern Surety of Mus- 
kogee, Okla. Prominent St. Louis capitalists have recently obtained 
large holdings in the latter company, and will probably meve it to St. 
Louis or Oklahoma City shortly. 
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Stockholders’ Committee Trying to Gain Control of American 
Liability of Cincinnati. 


The stockholders of the American Liability Company of Cincinnati, 
alleging that they are not adequately represented on the directorate 
and have no voice in the conduct of the business, have appointed a 
committee and demand that a stockholders’ meeting be called at once 
in Indianapolis. It is expected that this meeting, which was originally 
scheduled for January, will be held some time in July. The stockholders’ 
committee, which consists of Wm. B. Schawe, J. Ambrose Johnston and

company, is largely responsible for its success thus far, and should be 
supported by a congenial directorate composed of able and solid financial 
men. The protesting stockholders claim to control at least seventy-five 
per cent of*the company’s 10,000 shares of stock. 





Kearney and McConnell to Represent Equitable Surety of 
St. Louis in New York. 


James L. D. Kearney has resigned as vice-president of the American 
Bonding of Baltimore, to become associated with E. B. McConnell as 
New York State managers of the Equitable Surety of St. Louis. The 
company has $1,000,000 capital and $250,000 paid-in surplus, and has 
already applied for admission to New York. 





New Plate Glass Company to Guarantee Low Rates to 
Stockholders. 


The United Insurers Agency, of which John W. Phillips is president; 
Edward M. Richman, vice-president; Roland D. Crocker, secretary and 
treasurer, and Lawrence Gregory, manager, is organizing a new plate 
glass insurance company, as yet unnamed, at Newark, N. J., with $100,- 
000 proposed capital.
